abandoned Twin Silos commer- 
cial complex at 1399 Suffield St., 
in the southeast section of town 
near the Connecticut state line. 
Theroux said the property, 
which resembles a small strip 
plaza with five small shops, has 
no tenants and is falling into dis- 
repair. He speculated it may be 
lying unused because of a town 
requirement that the property

owner install a sprinkler system 
in the building. 

Town Planning and Commu- 
nity Development Director Marc 
Strange confirmed that the prop- 
erty would require sprinklers to 
be occupied. 

“It was required some time 
ago, said Strange. “But there have 
been issues with that and it still 
has not been done.’ 


As a result, businesses in the 
location, including a breakfast 
restaurant called M&M's, slow- 
ly made their way out, he said. 
M&M's moved to Suffield. A min- 
iature golf course also went out of 
business there.

Rotary marks 40 
years in town

From its inception as a sister 
club from West Springfield, to the 
growth of the fall Harvest Festival 
that brightens School Street Park 
in October, the Agawam Rotary 
Club has been making its mark on 
the community for 40 years. 

The end of last year marked 
the 40th anniversary of Agawam 
Rotary Club being installed as a 
stand-alone club. 

The first meeting was held 
Oct. 16, 1975, at the First Baptist 
Church. At the time, the group 
only invited interested men. The 
charter members of the group, the 
Rev. Don Morris, David Delancey 
and David Ladizki, started the 
Agawam group as a spinoff of the 
West Springfield Rotary Club. 

The first meeting was held 
and a local District Governor ex- 
plained what Rotary is and what 
they are supposed to accomplish. 

Since that time, Agawam Ro- 
tary has been growing and con-

That 
event started on the Veterans 
Green and has ballooned into a 
big event for the past two years at 
the expanded School Street Park. 

One of the core missions of the 
original Rotary International was 
the extermination of polio, Rotar- 
ian Robert Magovern said. 

Rotary Clubs worldwide have 
been collecting money through 
their fundraisers to donate polio 
vaccines. To this day, just four 
countries still report cases of po- 
lio, all in the Middle East. The dis- 
ease has been otherwise eradicat- 
ed in the rest of the world.

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Doctor indicted for Rx fraud 


Former Agawam doctor Frank Stirlac- 
ci was indicted last week on 23 counts of 
filing false health care claims, one count of 
improper prescribing, and 20 counts of ut- 
tering false prescriptions. 

A Hampden County grand jury on Jan. 
26 handed down the indictments of Stirlac- 
ci, 55, a Ludlow resident, and Jessica Mill- 
er, 36, of Springfield, who faces identical 
health care claims and false prescriptions 
charges. District Attorney Anthony Gull- 
uni alleges that in April and May of 2015, 
while Stirlacci was imprisoned in Kentucky 
for failure to pay child support, his office 
continued prescribing narcotics, through 
Miller, using pre-signed prescription pads, 
to patients who were not seen by a doctor. 
While the indictments centered on a four- 
day period when 26 prescriptions and 2,030 
pills were issued, the investigation found 
that while imprisoned, a total 116 opiate 
prescriptions were issued accounting for 
15,059 pills. 


Both were slated to be arraigned in 
Hampden Superior Court and are innocent 
unless proven guilty. 

“T would like to commend the grand jury 
for their service, said Gulluni. “I would also 
like to thank the Massachusetts State Po- 
lice detectives assigned to my office and, 
in particular, Trooper Michael Martin, the 
Drug Enforcement Agency, the Insurance 
Fraud Bureau of Massachusetts and the FBI 
for their thorough investigation into this 
matter. Gulluni went on to say, “Illicit issu- 
ing of opioid medications is a driving force 
behind the addiction epidemic. In battling 
the scourge of addiction, we will continue 
to aggressively go after those who wish to 
profit from it? 

On Feb. 9, 2016, Stirlacci surrendered 
his license to practice medicine by signing 
a voluntary agreement not to practice. He 
had offices in both Agawam and Spring- 
field.

Learning social skills 


en I left the UMass campus 
in late May of 1949, the dean of 
my food technology department 


said that I could graduate with 
the class of 49 even though I was 
short four credits. He agreed 
to this because I had signed on 
with Boston University to take 
a five-credit course during sum- 
mer school, and I had been of- 
fered a job with Minute Maid or- 
ange juice in Florida beginning 
in late August. 

The summer went well and 
I enjoyed my time at BU, and

then taking two days off. The season was 
fairly short for some varieties of oranges, 
and longer for others, and then we were to 
move to Louisiana for working 
with pineapples. Minute Maid 
was attempting to develop a 
pineapple industry in Louisiana. 
After a quick period of time we 
would then bring some pineap- 
ples back to Florida and manu- 
facture orange-pineapple juice. 
One evening after I became 
familiar with our routine, I not- 
ed a worker opening a bag of 
sugar and dumping it into a 








when complete, I made certain 

that the transcript of my coursework went 
to the dean in Amherst. During the sum- 
mer, I stayed in touch with the dean and 
he arranged for a van to take several of the 
graduates of our department to Florida in 
differing parts of the citrus industry. 

In late August, I put my gear in the van 
at the food tech department in Amherst and 
we were off to Florida. The trip down was 
uneventful, although the excitement level 
was high as we approached our first job in 
the real world of food technology. Will it be 
as exciting as we hoped? Have I trained well 
for the work? Will I be successful at it? And 
of course, will I enjoy the work? 

The van dropped me off in a town called 
Apopka, Fla. (this is pre-Disney days). The 
dean had recommended me to a woman 
who had an apartment over her garage 
for rent. I found my way to her home and 
checked in. After settling in to the apart- 
ment, I walked into town and looked at a 
few used cars for my travel to work. I set- 
tled on a 1939 Dodge. The daler got in reg- 
istered and secured new license plates, and 
I was ready to go to work. 

The following morning I drove to the 
Minute Maid plant in the village of Plym- 
outh. I was directed to the plant foreman’s 
office and met my immediate boss, Brad. 
He was very warm and welcoming, and 
took me on a tour of the plant, the out- 
buildings and the areas where the fruit 
comes in, and the finished product being 
shipped out. After the tour, Brad told me of 
my duties: I would be responsible for the 
quality control of the product produced, 
from its arrival through the processing and 
the bottling and shipping. 

There were certain levels to be con- 
trolled of pulp, temperature and the in- 
tangible called “Brix”; Brix represents the 
sugar content of the juice. For grading, 
quality and labeling purposes, it had to be 
a certain level. 

Brad had three quality control people, 
working 12-hour shifts for three days, and 


large batch of orange juice. This 
batch was supposed to be “Sugar-Free.” I 
phoned Brad, our foreman. He came right 
away. I told him the story and said that we 
had two choices. One would be to dump 
the batch of juice and the other was to rela- 
bel it “Sugar Added’ 

Brad thought for a while, and then said, 
“Jay, this will be a good learning experience 
for you. This is your first job out of school 
and it will stand you in good stead for now 
and other opportunities. In our town and 
in this plant, practically everyone is relat- 
ed, including me. What we do to one em- 
ployee has an effect on all workers, wheth- 
er what happens is good or bad. The choice 
of what to do is yours and I will back you, 
but here is what I think you might consid- 
er. Walk down to the worker who added 
the sugar. Tell him that you saw what hap- 
pened. Tell him that you are going to ignore 
it this time, but you will not in the future. 
Pat him on the back and tell him that he 
is doing a great job and that Minute Maid 
is proud of his work. Doing this will make 
a friend of him and all his coworkers, and 
you will be further ahead than you would 
if you do either of your other two choices.’ 

I thought for a while and then, excusing 
myself, I headed down to the production 
floor. The next day, everyone greeted me as 
if I was their best friend. I was told about 
great hikes that were available close by. 
Where I might find good swimming. Invites 
to share a couple of beers. 

It appeared that I had done the right 
thing socially and the wrong thing ethi- 
cally. I rationalized it in this manner: The 
tank held 1,000 gallons of juice. The weight 
would be about 8,500 pounds. The sugar 
added was about 25 pounds. Not much ofa 
change to make the correct Brix. 

Social graces learned. Thanks, Brad!

The law mandates that all communities maintain a subsi- 
dized affordable housing inventory of 10 percent of total 
housing inventory. Towns that fall short of this standard 
— including Agawam, which has 4 percent — may be sub- 
ject to state-permitted affordable housing developments 
that can ignore local zoning regulations and permitting 
processes. They can regain control over affordable housing 
development by adopting a Housing Production Plan and 
taking steps to implement it. 

The Feb. 13 workshop is intended to solicit feedback 
from the community and will act as the foundation for 
the creation of the housing plan. All Agawam residents are 
invited to attend. Advance registration is encouraged, but 
not required.
